This year’s program is 
packed with 16 different panel 
discussions and three business 
meetings, and will include dis¬ 
plays, outstanding guest speak¬ 
ers, individual conferences, and 
excellent entertainment. 

The latter will include “big- 
name” entertainers provided by 
leading agencies, a perform-, 
ance by the USM Stage Band 
and the show group of the Uni¬ 
versity’s famed “Dixie Dar¬ 
lings,” and a gala “Seafood 
Jamboree.” 

Registration will be held fron 
8 to 11 a.m. on Thursday, May 
7. There Is no limit on the 
number of delegates each school 
may send. Attending will be 
old and new SGA officials, IFC 
and Panhellenic officers, ad¬ 
visors and student personnel 
workers, representatives of 
student union committees and 
student publications, WSA and 
WSGA officers. 

SUSGA represents almost a 
quarter of a million students in 
56 member colleges and uni¬ 
versities in the eight southeas¬ 
tern states of Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, South Carolina, 
and Tennessee.

The snack bar, 
which Is the heart of every 
student center, will be open at 
night and will be a place where 
students can eat, have bull ses¬ 
sions and Informal meetings, 
study and have coke dates.

U-T Bass-Baritone 
Will Give Concert 
Here On April 20 

Edward Zambara, bass- 
baritone, will be presented In a 
concert open to the public In 
the Music Building at the Uni* 
versity of Tennessee Martin 
Branch Monday, April 20, at 8 
p.m. 

The public Is invited to 
attend and no admission will be 
charged, according to Miss 
Harriet Fulton, head of the 
Music Department at UTMB. 

Mr. Zambara, who will au¬ 
dition the soloists in the West 
Tennessee Music Festival to be 
held on UTMB campus April 21, 
Is an associate professor of 
voice at U-T Knoxville and 
director of the Opera Work¬ 
shop. He also Is manager of 
the Grace Moore Scholarship, 
one of the largest voice schol¬ 
arships In the country. 

A graduate of the New Eng¬ 
land Conservatory of Music, 
he studied opera production un¬ 
der Boris Goldovsky and was 
the recipient of the Oliver Dlt- 
son Award in Music. 

Coming to Tennessee in 
1953, Mr. Zambara is known 
for his successes In concert, 
oratorio and opera and as solo¬ 
ist with several orchestras In 
this area. His most recent 
leading role was in ‘‘Tales of 
Hoffman” performed with the 
Chattanooga Opera Association 
on April 14. He has appeared 
14 times with the Knoxville 
Symphony. Some of the other 
major works In which he per¬ 
formed as bass soloist include 
Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony, 
Handel’s “Messiah,” the Bach 
“Passion According to St. 
John,” and the Van Vactor 
Christmas Cantata. 

Mr. Zambara’s accompanist 
will be William Dorn, associate 
professor of piano at U-T Knox¬ 
ville. Mr. Dorn also will serve 
as a Judge for (he Music Festi¬ 
val. 


The annual West Tennessee 
Plano Festival will be held April 
18 at The University of Ten¬ 
nessee Martin Branch. 

Private students of piano 
teachers in West Tennessee will 
take part. The event will be held 
in the Music Building. 

The Judges will be Professor 
Alfred Schmled, head of Fine 
Arts Department, U-T Knox¬ 
ville, and William Dorn, 
associate professor of piano, 
U-T Knoxville. 

At 4 p.m., the outstanding 
performers of the day will give 
a recital which will be open to 
the public. 


Each fall for the past three 
years, the UTMB home econom¬ 
ics faculty and the Knoxville 
faculty have met for a week 
before the beginning of fall 
quarter to discuss plans and 
proposals for the vocational 
program at UTMB. In Septem¬ 
ber, 1964 they will meet on the 
Martin Branch Campus, rather 
than at Knoxville, to further 
discuss the program and to be¬ 
gin to put it Into effect. 

Dr. Lura Odland, head of 
the U-T College of Home Eco¬ 
nomics, Dr. E. C. Merrill, 
Education Department head, Dr. 
Nelle Logan, professor of home 
economics education, and others 
of the KnoxvlUe staff have made 
frequent visits to the UTMB 
campus during the past two 
years as part of the necessary 
planning. 

The program has been work¬ 
ed on by departments and com¬ 
mittees here and at Knoxville. 
It has been approved by both 
the Knoxville Colleges of Home 
Economics and Education. 

As the program is present¬ 
ed to the Curricula Committee 
May 4, Dr. Meek explained that 
Its position Is very similar to 
that of a baseball play in which 
the runner Is going from third 
base to home plate when the 
batter has completed a two base 
hit. In other words, ‘‘he’s 
almost safe.” 

The search Is on for an 
instructor to teach the 
additional courses that are re¬ 
quired and, according to Dr. 
Meek, the prospects are good. 
Therefore, barring any very un- 
forseen developments the 
Smith-Hughes vocational home 
economics degree will be avail¬ 
able here beginning in the fall 
of 1964.

Old Man Leap Year probably 
didn’t get his name from the 
popular belief that every four 
years the girls are supposed to 
"leap” at the opportunity to 
propose to their favorite beaux. 

Although the origin of the 
term "leap year” is obscure, 
a more likely explanation is that 
in a leap year any fixed date 
after February skips or 
"leaps” a day and occurs two 
days later than it did the pre¬ 
ceding year instead of one day 
later. For example, in 1954, 
December 25 was on Saturday, 
in 1955 the 25th was on Sunday 
but in 1956 (a leap year) Instead 
of falling on Monday,Christmas 
day leaped to Tuesday. 

The astronomers of Julius 
Caesar in 46 B. C., settled 
the solar year at 365 days 
six hours. These hours at the 
end of four years made a day 
which was added to the fourth 

year. . ,, 

Leap years occur in all 
years exactly divisible by four 
(1956, 1960, 1964) and at the 
turn of a century when the year 
is divisible by 400 (2000,2400). 

No satisfactory explanation 
has ever been found regarding 
the custom that in leap years 


women may take the initiative 
in courtship. This custom has 
even been provided for by law 
in some European countries 
In Scotland in 1288 a law was 
made to fine any man refusing 
a proposal unless he could prove 
that he was already betrothed 
to another woman. 

In the United States, 
however, there are no such 
laws. The only major event that 
takes place regularly during 
leap year is presidential elec¬ 
tions. Chances are slim for a 
man to win his No. 1 girls’ 
heart by becoming President 
since only one major candidate 
remains to be selected this 
year and there are approxi¬ 
mately 118,000,000 males over 
18 years of age to choose from. 
So, despite the fact that it is 
leap year, a man’s best bet is 
probably to stick to the tactics 
of the All-American male.
